neither swimmers, nor hunters, nor climber? 

In the mean 
while, in comparing thoin, we leadlly lim 
among them agtcat reseinbhuice in structure 
•ml moreover passages so insensible from uin

The speckled magpies have the bill triangular 


»t the base and compressed at, the sides. They 
live in lamilies; their (light is precipilatc and 
uncipial; they niter sharp erics; ihej build 
»ith neatness their nests upon lives, and luv 
Jive or six eggs, and arc remarkable for the c.iie 
they hcsUnv upon their young. They have the 
Imbit of readily imitating some of the notes in 
the wmbling of birds belonging to olhcr tribe} 
Uiat dwell in their neighborhood. 


Acconling to "Wilson, the magpie is found in 


both continents, though it is much more limited 
1n its range in Amciica, being confined to the 
iiorlhcin and western regions. 
In ils habits 


•ml manners it much resembles its brethren, 
tltccrous; like them jt indiscriminately feeds 
.on animal and vegetable.food ; it is peculiarly 
idcfilrnclire lo the eggs and young uf tlie ft-cblcr 
li-ilics of birds. It is about 1? Inches in Jcnglh. 
and weighs eight or nine ounces. Jt hasablacK 
bill, »ings ami tail, but thelalteraie vaiiegaled 
with white, giecn, purjilc and blue of diU'erent 
(liatli-s. 
"J'ho construction ofthe nrsis o[ these 


birds shows grf-.-rl ail, they having a thnrny 
cover and lira enhance being at the side. 
The 


fematclays from five toseven pale-greenish C""s, 
•lo.iely.spoiled with black. When taken yoiiiif, 
Ihcy readily become doincslicated and learn lo 
repeat m.iny words and even sentences, as ivnll 
•s lo imilale every noise within hearing. 
This 


family appears to have been known to the au-
